Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietermaritzburg, 
for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1944. 

Birth  Rates  and  Death  Rates  increased  slightly 
in  all  races.  There  was  a  mild  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  during' 
the  year  while  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  also  increased  sharply. 


The  only  forward  steps  made  during  the  year  towards 
the  re-housing  of  Slum  dwellers  has  been  the  commencement  of  the  construe 
tion  of  100  sub-economic  houses  at  the  Native  Village.  Practically 
no  private  building  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 


The  Dairy  Inspector  and^a  Meat  Inspector  were  released 
from  the  Army  following  application  by  the  0j_ty  Council,  while  one  member 
of  the  clerical  staff  returned  following  his  discharge  from  the  Army. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  S^aff 
for  the  high  level  of  efficiency  which,  despite  all  difficulties,  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  support  readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  various  Municipal  Heads  of  Departments,

the  community.  The  table  on  page  7  also  indicates  how  that  the 
diseases  generally  associated  with  later  life,  e.g.  Cancer,  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  and  Cardiac  disease,  are  a  much  commoner  cause  of  death 
among  Europeans  than  among  Non-Europeans,  whilst  bowel  infections, 
tuberculosis,  and  diseases  of  early  infancy,  are  much  more  frequently 
the  cause  of  death  amongst  Non-Europnans *

In  February,  a  further  case  was  admitted  from  Bishopstowe, 
but  on  investigation  it  seemed  probable  that  he  was  cross-infected 
while  a  patient  in  the  adjacent  Epidemic  (Venereal  Diseases) 
Hospital. 

All  these  cases  were  of  the  mild  variety  of  Smallpox  known 
as  "Amaas” , 

Three  months  later,  however,  cases  of  Smallpox  of  the  classical 
virulent  type  began  to  come  into  Pietermaritzburg  from  the  surround¬ 
ing  Native  Areas.  Between  the  30th  of  May  and  30th  June,  1944  v 
(the  cl  osing  date  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report)  11  cases  wer< 
admitted  from  outside  of  the  City.  These  cases  came  into  Pieter¬ 
maritzburg  -by  bus,  by  train,  in  rickshas,  In  taxis,  and  .onfoot?  scekj 
medical  treatment  and  were  nearly  all  discovered  eventually  in 
the  crowded  Outpatient  Department  of  Grey’s  Hospital.  One  went 
from  one  Native  Quarters  to  another  in  Pietermaritzburg  for  days 
before  the  disease  was  ultimately  diagnosed. 

It  was  clear  that  uncontrolled  infection  was  being  brought’ 
into  the  City  and  that  cases  would  eventually  occur  in  the  City. 

In  June,,.  .  one  Asiatic  female  (adult)  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in 
the..  City.,,  the  source  of  infection  not  being  discovered.  A  native 
adult  male  employed  in  Pietermaritzburg,  who  had  been  visiting  a

Following  the  refusal  by  the  Union  Health  Department  of  consent 
to  the  provision  of  special  accommodation  for  Smallpox  referred  to 
in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  application  was  renewed  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year  for  a  modified  scheme  of  adaptation  of  the  Epidemic 
(Venereal  Diseases)  Hospital  to  make  it  suitable  for  reception  of 
Smallpox  cases.  This  was  eventually  accepted  by  the  Union  Health 
Department,  but  as  the  hospital  was  being  fully  utilised  for  Small¬ 
pox  cases  before  the  decision  could  be  given  effect  to,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  better  to  manage  with  the  make-shift  accommodation  available 
than  to  commence  building  construction  and  introduce  a  considerable 
number  of  workmen  into  the  section  occupied  by  the  Smallpox  cases.

Another  interesting  fact  noted  in  this  Outbreak  was  the  unusually 
high  number  of  secondary  cases  of  the  disease  noted  in  private  house¬ 
holds  i.e.  where  the  case  could  be  traced  to  a  definite  known  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  inthe  same  family.  Twelve  (12)  such  cases  were  noted. 
There .were  5  secondary  cases  occurring  within  the  first  week  of  noti¬ 
fication  of  the  first  case.  While  it  is  not  possible  to  say  that  re¬

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The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  '(Page  37  ) 

The  routine  clinical  and  x-ray  examination  of • all  contacts  of  every 
case  of  Tuberculosis  notified  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of  the 
Clinic,  and  is  aimed  at  detecting  early  cases  and  so  preventing  the  develops 
ment  and  spread  of  the  disease.  During  the  year  there  were  974  attendances 
at  the  clinic  while  1573  visits  were  made  to  tuberculotics  and  contacts  in 
their  homes,

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer's  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly 
country  lying  to  the  west  of  the  Town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley 
the  water  is  piped  to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with 
Ammonium  Sulphate,  Lime,  and  Alumina-ferric  before  filtration.  .  After 
filtration  the  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  distributed  to  the 
four  service  reservoirs. 

The  supply  from  the1' Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service

Owing  to  shortage  of ’staff  no  re-survey  of  housing  needs  in 
Pietermaritzburg  has  been  made. 

As 'far  as  Natives  are  concerned  much  has  been  and  is  being 
accomplished.  Only  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  necessary  Asiatic 
Housing  has  been  provided,  and  so  far  no  sub-economic  housing  for  the 
European  and  Coloured  population  has  been  provided.  The  Council  European 
Economic  Housing  Scheme  of  JO  houses  in  the  ’'Gardens”  suburb  was  com¬ 
pleted  3  years  ago  and  is  continually  fully  occupied. 

Powers  wonder  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  very 
sparingly  in  dealing  with  insanitary  dwellings  owing  to  present  conditions 
13  dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-Lav/ 

19(b)  and  1  dwelling  was  voluntarily  demolished  following  representations 
by  this  Department. 

Plans . 

All  plans  of  n ew  buildings  are  submitted  to  this  Department 
and  280  have  been  scrutinised.  Of  these  111  weie  approved  out-right, 

149  approved  subject  to  minor  alterations  and  20  disapproved.

Following  upon  Council's  application,  Loans  were  authorised  in  194 
by  the  Central  Housing  Board  for  limited  sub-economic  Housing  Schemes, 
and  the  City  Council  decided  to  proceed  with  schemes  along  the  followin 
lines 

(1)  Provision  of  12  European  sub-economic  cottages. 

The  plans  for  these  houses  were  drawn  up,  but  the  Council  has 
not  yet  decided  upon  a  site 

(2)  Provision  of  28  Coloured  sub-economic  cottages. 

This  scheme  is  no?/  awaiting  consultation  with  the  Coloured 
Community  as  regards  acceptability  of  the  site  chosen. 

(3)  Provision  of  50  Asiatic  sub-economic  homes;  the  question  of  a 
large  flat  block  was  considered  in  this  connection. 

The  proposal  for  a  Flat  Block  Scheme  for  Asiatics  was  eventually 
abandoned  and  5Q  houses  were  decided  upon,  the  estimated  need  for  sub- 
economic  housing  for  Asiatics  being  250.
